Misfortune and Calamity), That it may be Enatted; And be it Enatted, 
by the KING's moſt Excellent MajesrTy, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this pre- 
Tent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That the 
faid Bend: of Matrimony, being violated and broken by the manifeſt and 
open Adultery of the faid Ekzabeth, be, and is from henceforth, wholly diſ- 
ſolved, annulled, vacated, and made void, to all Intents, Conſtrections, and 
Puzpoſes whatſoever ; and that it ſhall and may be lawfal to and fer the ſaid
